Krelsberg then suggested informally that US thought

meetings by date vomld nor a accurately reflect what wo hoped 
was a mi beglaalag. Cm 'lea noted nifMtlM and asked If this 
was a tonal proposal. Krelsberg responded that his views had 
approval of Washington. Gh'len aald he won Id inform Charge 
and that Chinese response would be communicated through 
Embassy liaison off tears. 

4. Discussion then moved to question of motlvatloa for 
resumption of talks, with Krelsberg noting that there had been 
a good bit of preas speculation in both West and Soviet Union 
and Ejus tern Europe to effect that both PRC and US Interest 

a in meetings primarily motivated by JELX utility in 
relations with noecov. Krelsberg said that thie n not the 
case with US and he hoped that sane was true for Chinese. 
Cn'ien responded that Chinese position "was clear", that this 
aiaply a resumption of talks begun long ago and was at request 
of US. Both aides finally agreed that resumption of talks 
and I mp rovement of relations in Interests of both sides.
